1US»"* 
Arbor and professor of hygiene, and H. 
C. Adams, dairy and food commissioner 
in W isconsin. 
Dr. Piffard made specific references 
to foods and drugs which are being gen­ 
erally adulterated, sometimes with dan­ 
gerous results to the consumer. 
Bromo 
seltzer, he said, is one of these. 
Proper­ 
ly, it should consist of bromide of potas­ 
sium or some other substance of that 
kind and the ingredients of seltzer wa­ 
ter. 
“ But It appears,” he continued, 
“that acetanilido is being extensively 
used instea«!. Iu the now famous Adams 
case the experts’ examination of the 
bromo showed the ¡»esence, in addition 
to the acute poison, of acetanilide, so 
that I believe its use is widespread. ” 
Beer is soon to be put to a severe test 
by the committee. 
A scientific analysis 
of all brands offered in the open market 
will be made by the government experts 
at Washington. 
Tho committee has purchased in Chi­ 
cago many samples of batter, pepper, 
coffee, jellies and canned goods for ana­ 
lytical exam ination in W ashington. The 
samples will be freed of thetr labels and 
the experts will make their investiga­ 
tions without kn«»wledge of the brand 
or «source of the articles.

SHELL FIRED 


F*>rt j -1'our Y ears Ago a t Sebastopol 
Explodes W ith F a ta l Results. 
Vienna, May 12.— An extraordinary 
accident is reported to have ju st oc­ 
curred at Heba^topol, where dredges are 
at work deepening the harbor. 
Oue of 
the dredges raised from the bottom of 
the port an unexploded shell, which, on 
reaching the dredge, burst, destroying 
the machinery and instantly killing four 
men. 
The shell was oue of those fired 
by the British fleet during the siege of 
Sebastopol ni 1855, and the discovery 
that there are a large number of these 
unexploded English and French shells 
lying in the mud of th© port of Sebasto­ 
pol has caused, for the present, a sus­ 
pension of all dredging operations there.

Washington, May 12.—The Marine 
hospital recently w«*abliKlird at Fort 
Stanton, N. M., nuder government aus­ 
pices, and in which it is proposed to 
make a specialty of the tre atment of 
couHumption, will shortly be opened for 
the reception of patients. 
Tho build­ 
ings have been placed in thorough re­ 
pair, and every comfort provided for 
those afflicted with tuberculosis. 
The 
hospital will be furnished with modern 
antiseptic furniture, and supplied with 
all modern instrument© aud apparatus 
for the scientific treatment of those suf­ 
fering with the disease. 
The reserva­ 
tion where the hospital is situated con­ 
tains over 10,000 acres of high plateau 
land, and was set apart for the use of 
the Marine hospital By an executive or­ 
der, dated April I, 1889. 
Tit© climate 
is an ideal one for the treatment of all 
lung and throat troubles, being of mod­ 
erate temperature, and at an altitude 
that precludes sudden changes or damp­ 
ness. 
Outdoor exercises will be the 
chief reliance of the physicians in build­ 
ing up the constitutions of the patients. 
Only those being treated in the various 
marine hospitals will at first be admitted 
to the institution. 
These include the 
merchant marine, as well as the enlist­ 
ed men of th** army, navy and marine 
corps. 
If the plan proves successful, all 
employes of the government suffering 
from consumption will be given the 
benefit of treatment in the hospital.

Cli <» go, May 12.—Before th© ie nato 
committee four 
prominent witness©* 
testified yesterday a- to the effect on the 
human stomach from the nee af anti­ 
septics and "embalming flutds” and 
preservatives in foods and drink. 
In 
general they were agreed that the sub­ 
stances used were deleterious and that 
in many cases they were poisonous. 
Either prohibit their use, they declared, 
or compel the manufacturers and user 
to brand them plainly and explicitly, so 
that the consumer may know exactly 
what is being eaten. 
These witnesses 
were Henry G. Piffard, a New York 
physician; Abbott C. Prescott, dean of 
the sohool of pharmacy in the Univer­ 
sity of 
Michigan and professor of 
hygienic chemistry; Victor 0. Vaughn, 
dean of th© medical faculty at Ann 
Arbor and professor of hygiene, and HL 
C. Adams, dairy and food commissioner 
in Wisconsin. 
Dr. Piffard made specific references 
to foods anti drugs which are being gen­ 
erally adulterated, sometimes with dan­ 
gerous results to the consumer. 
Bromo 
seltzer, he said, is one of these. 
Proper­ 
ly, it should consist of bromide of potas­ 
sium or some other substance of that 
kind and the ingredients of seltzer wa­ 
ter. 
“ But it appl ors,” he continued, 
"that acetanilide is being extensively 
used instead. In the now famous Adams 
ca©*- the experts’ examination of the 
bromo showed the presence, in addition 
to the acute poison, of acetanilide, so 
that I believe its use is widespread.” 
Beer is soon to be put to a severe test 
by the committee. 
A scientific analysis 
of all brands offered in the open market 
will be made by the government experts 
at Washington. 
The committee has purchased in Chi­ 
cago many samples of butter, pepper, 
coffee, jellies aud canned goods for ana­ 
lytical examination In Washington. The 
sample- will be fr>-**d of their labels and 
tho experts will make their investiga­ 
tions without knowledge of the brand 
or source of the articles.
